Article 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for the Town in anticipation of taxes.

$500.00 for the Highway Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 6. To hear the report of the Building and Trailer Code 
Committee elected at the March 1971 Town Meeting and to take such 
action as necessary. 


A PRELIMINARY STATEMENT BY YOUR COMMITTEE 


Following careful preliminary discussions of the pros and cons of 
a proposed trailer and building code for the Town of Lempster, N. H., 
the committee agreed that the instituting of such codes would obviously 


& 


bring forth restrictions that would cancel out meaningful freedoms, 
which this town’s people have enjoyed to the present time. 


What at first is sometimes labeled as good for the communities bet- 
terment, only later turns out as a subtle but ever-increasing loss of our 
freedoms. 

We recognize increasing pressures in the direction for trailer and 
building codes from outside the town. But to date, there is talk, but no 
laws that require us to act in the establishment of such codes. 


It has taken years of vigilance to gain and keep our local freedoms. 
To lose them, when thinking we are guarding and working to improve 
them, in the often-phrased name of safety, health, comfort and the 
general welfare of the town, would be deplorable. 


We are perhaps one of a very few remaining towns in this part of 
the country that still has the privilege, that is rapidly disappearing 
nearly everywhere else, of being able to offer people a place to live 
without being restricted, from the town level, as to what, how and 
where they may build. If we as a town consider these present freedoms 
worth preserving and a gift to continue to offer to others, not only do 
we keep what we have, but, in a small measure, we would still be main- 
taining the early privileges and rights enjoyed by the Founding Fathers 
of this country, to both settle and build where and what they could. 

We accept the obligation as a committee to present the above state- 
ments to the town’s people as most necessary information before any 
vote on the issue. And, we have also accepted our obligation to draw 
up and present a set af trailer and building code regulations to be con- 
sidered and voted upon by the Town Meeting. 

In light of the above statement, we now offer three possible ap- 
proaches for the Town Meeting to consider and vote upon after the 
reading of the proposed rules and regulations. These are as follows: 


# 1. To vote down further consideration of the proposed rules and 
regulations. 

# 2. To vote to submit these proposed Trailer and Building Code 
regulations for the required public hearings and take final action at a 
later Town Meeting, as required by state law. 

# 3. To vote to submit these proposed Trailer and Building Code 
regulations for the required public hearings and take final action at a 
later Town Meeting as required by state law on a conditional basis — 
namely; that such rules and regulations governing our lives would not 
become effective until either the state or federal governments require by 
law that the town have such. In this case, these rules and regulations 
become effective and enforceable as of that date. 


PROPOSED BUILDING & TRAILER CODE REGULATIONS 


1. Building Code Rules and Regulations — General Statement: 
These rules and regulations are confined only to all proposed livable 
dwellings and commercial buildings including additions to the same. 
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When applicable and so stated, these proposed regulations will also ap- 
ply to trailers, mobile homes, travel vans, and travel trailers. 


2. Inspectors: 

To enforce the following regulations, a two-member team of in- 
spectors would be appointed by election for a two-year term of office. 
These two-year terms would be staggered. And, no member would suc- 
ceed himself for a second term until the lapse of at least one year. ‘The 
initial terms of these two members, upon adoption of these regulations, 
would be for one member to be appointed by election to serve for one 
year and the second member to be appointed by election to serve for 
two years. Thereafter, one member would be appointed by election each 
year at the Annual Town Meeting to serve for a two-year period of 
office. 


3. Duties of Inspectors: 

a) To be responsible in seeing that the spirit of these proposed 
regulations are carried out within reason. 

b) To enforce these rules and regulations by the legal authority 
assigned them. (e.g., any local, state and federal laws governing the 
same.) 

c) To receive applications. And, after suitable inspection or re- 
view of plans, issue permits when granted. 

d) If deemed necessary, future inspections may be made at the dis- 
cretion of the inspectors during construction. 


e) To collect any and all fees listed in the building code regulations. 


f) To file all reports (and permits) with the town clerk and make 
a yearly summary for publication on behalf of the voters in the Annual 
Town Report. 


4. Board of Adjustment: 

a) A five-member Board of Adjustment shall be appointed by elec- 
tion to hear all variances or grievances of any decision of the building 
inspectors. All proceedings for handling such cases must conform to the 
procedures outlined by the handbook entitled “The Board of Adjust- 
ment in New Hampshire.” 


b) The members of the Board of Adjustment shall be appointed by 
election at the Annual Town Meeting for a term of three years. No 
member shall succeed himself for a second three-year term until the 
lapse of at least one year. The initial election will proceed as follows: 
The first member will serve for three years, the second and third mem- 
bers for two years and the fourth and fifth members would serve for one 
year. Thereafter, one or two members would be appointed by election 
each year. 


3. Floorspace Requirements: 


a) ‘The minimum area per dwelling unit shall be 400 square feet 
livable area on the first floor of said unit. 
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6. Sewage Requirements: 

a) The sewage disposal for all liveable dwellings and commercial 
buildings will be according to existing state laws governing the same and 
approval must be obtained from the state before work commences. 

b) Occupancy of any livable travel van or travel trailer within the 
town after four months’ time, will require a sewage hookup that will be 
according to existing state laws governing the same. Approval of such 
a system must be obtained from the state before work commences. 


7. Permanent Foundation Requirements: 

a) With the exception of travel vans or travel trailers, a permanent 
foundation is required for all livable dwellings, and commercial build- 
ings. 

b) After four months, all trailers and mobile homes would require 
a permanent foundation. 


8. Electrical Requirements: 


a) All electrical work must be installed so as to comply with safety 
procedures. 


9. Chimneys, Thimbles and Smoke Pipe Requirements: 


a) All chimneys, thimbles and smoke pipes shall meet safety con- 
struction practices. 


10, Exterior Finish Requirements: 

a) No permanent building shall be covered only with tar paper, 
sheathing paper or other temporary wall covering. ‘The roof, thereof, 
shall be covered only with fire resistant materials. 


Il. Exit Requirements: 

a) All livable dwellings must have at least two unobstructed exits 
excluding windows. All commercial buildings must provide the number 
of exits required by any existing state laws. 


12. Additions: 

a) Any addition connected to buildings, trailers, mobile homes, 
travel vans, and travel trailers shall be governed by the above rules and 
regulations where applicable. 


ie Pees: 

a) A building permit must be acquired before construction is be- 
gun. The permit fee will be $5.00. All applications must be presented 
to the Building Inspectors accompanied with the fee. If the application 
is rejected, the fee will be retained by the town to cover the cost of pro- 
cessing the application. 


14. Amendments: 


a) Any amendment or amendments to these rules and regulations 
may be made by following the procedure used to adopt the preceding 
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rules and regulations. 


15. Validity: 

a) If any section, clause, provision, portion, or phrase of these 
rules and regulations shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court or competent authority, such holding shall not affect, impair or 
invalidate any other section, clause, provisions, portion or phrase of these 
rules and regulations. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to continue the Building 
and ‘Trailer Code Committee. 


Article 8. To elect an Interim Site D-1 Lake Committee for one 
year. 

Article 9. To see what action the Town will vote to continue the 
Town Forest Committee and to take any necessary action thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the town will accept in trust, the sum of $150.00 
to be known as the Charles Pitkins Trust Fund. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise $824.25 for T.R.A.; 
the state will contribute $5,495.02. 


Article 12. To see if the ‘Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to seal blacktops. 


Article 13. To see if the ‘Town will vote $200.00 to keep the In- 
formation Booth open from June 26th to September 8th. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote $100.00 to continue the 
Town History Fund established in 1955. And put all funds in a Trust 
Fund. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $800.00 for the Fire Department’s annual expenses. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase Insurance for the ‘Town and raise $1,900.00 to cover expense 
thereof. 


Article 17. To see if the ‘Town will vote to appropriate $1,000.00 
to reduce the Town deficit. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,400.00 for the 
‘Town's share of Social Security for its employees. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $565.20 for the Newport Area Home Health Agency. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise $32.00 for the 
D. L. R. Association. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise $50.00 for the 
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control of the White Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,400.00 for In- 
terest on notes. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $200.00 to 
help maintain and support the Newport Hospital. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
aliow 3% discount on taxes, if paid on or before September Ist, based 
on 80% of last year’s taxes, and 2% discount on taxes if paid on or 
before October Ist using the same base. 


Article 25. To see if the Town of Lempster will accept that portion 
of West Shore Road at Sand Pond that lies in the Town of Lempster, 
approximately %4 mile in length and maintain the same as a ‘Town road. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will raise $6,000.00 for a used 4- 
wheel drive loader for the Highway Dept. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will appropriate $1,400.00 for third 
payment on Town truck. 


Article 28. ‘To authorize the Selectmen to hire an Auditor outside 
of the Town to make a complete audit of the Town books annually. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will raise up to $300.00 for hospital- 
ization insurance for the road agent. (Family plan type) 


Article 30. To see if the Town will raise $360.00 to help maintain 
the Newport Ambulance service and assure the Town of ambulance 
service. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will raise up to $600.00 to reshingle 
the south side of the E. Lempster Town Hall roof. 


Article 32. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


LEST WE FORGET — IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes 
are more prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong 
dry hot winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster 
that devastated large areas of northern New England leaving villages 
in ashes with rows of cellar holes and chimneys in a number of summer 
vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive day 
of October 23, 1947. Nothing could stop the wind-driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but 
they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all 
around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of 
carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of protec- 
tion when dry conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be your 
guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a fire- 
brand — a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning 
of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish collec- 
tion. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. See your 
warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put them dead out when leaving. 


4. Most important — Instruct your children in the danger of the 
lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest litter is a dan- 
gerous combination which leads to destructive loss and can lead to 
tragedy. 


The past year — 1971 — was a favorable year for the control of 
fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those 
who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.

The above consultations include four referrals 
for patients outside the Agency area. 
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The Agency enployed one full-time Public Health Nurse and four 
part-time RN’s during 1971 for a total of 1.52 nurses plus one part-time 
Physical Therapist and one secretary 20 hr./wk. A total of 7,724%4 miles 
was traveled by the staff to bring care to the people of the eight par- 
ticipating towns: Croydon, Goshen, Grantham, Lempster, Newbury, 
Newport, Unity and Washington. 


The Home Health Agency, with the help of the Sunapee Visiting 
Nurse has sponsored eight free Immunization Clinics. There were 63 
children outside the eight-town area. 


The agency goals are to prevent and control disease and to promote 
optimal health for the individual and the public. Each year the agency 
has been able to provide more comprehensive (total) care. 


In addition to skilled nursing care and teaching self care, the 
agency staff helps patients to find assistance from other services. Some 
of these are: Local and State Welfare, Crippled Children’s, Convulsive 
Disorder, Cystic Fibrosis, and Mental Health Clinics, Planned Parent- 
hood Association of the Upper Valley, N. H. Communicable Disease 
Dept., Maternal & Child Health Services, Clothing Services, Commun- 
ity Action Programs, Homemakers and other services as indicated by 
the patient and his family’s needs.

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TRAILER AND BUILDING CODE COMMITTEE REPORT 


What we thought would involve only a few meetings in which to 
prepare some proposed trailer and building code rules and regulations 
developed into a series of 13 meetings. 


After the death of Mr. Mandrup Skeie, we talked with the Town 
Moderator who expressed the opinion that it was not mandatory that 
we select a third member if the remaining committee members could 
work together agreeably. 


In January 1972, we were made aware of certain State Laws govern- 
ing the adoption of any building code, etc., which made it necessary for 
us to make several revisions in the work we had done. 


We discovered that two prescribed public hearings must be held 
before any trailer and building code rules and regulations could be legal- 
ly adopted by any Annual Town Meeting or at a Special Town Meeting. 


We felt that Article 21 of the 1971 Town Warrant confined us to 
only making a report and recommendations at the 1972 ‘Town Meeting. 
We were clear that we had no authority to call for public hearings. 


We plan to have mimeographed copies available at ‘Town Meeting 
of some newspaper clippings regarding mobile homes, trailers and zon- 
ing, as further background information for your consideration.

FINANCES — MINIMUM STANDARDS 


The final actions of the 1971 General Court in substantially re- 
ducing State funds for education have created a fiscal crisis at the 
local level. In 1971-72 Goshen-Lempster suffered a reduction in State 
Aid funds as follows:

It is hard to seriously consider or plan for needed improvements 


and up-grading the school program at a time when the level of finan- 
cial support for schools bears so heavily on the local property tax. 


Some unmet needs of the Minimum Standards for Elementary 
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Schools involve adding specialized services in Art, Library, Physical 
Education, and Guidance Counseling. 


Goshen-Lempster is one of the Districts that does not provide 
transportation for high school students. At present these needs cannot 
be met without adding to the local tax burden. 

Is it fair to ask the question — Do the citizens of New Hampshire 
really believe in equal educational opportunity in 1972?

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REPORT OF HEAD TEACHER 


1971 proved to be an interesting and busy year at our school. The 
Fall saw the return of all five full-time teachers and both of our part- 
time teachers. 


Mrs. Doris Newman, who returned in the Fall, has now retired 
after many years of teaching. She is replaced in her Grade One position 
by Mrs. Marjorie Patterson. Miss Jan Bradeen has returned to teach 
second and third grades and Mrs. Ethel Jarvis in the fourth and fifth 
grade position. The sixth, seventh, and eighth grades are shared be- 
tween Mrs. Irene Cain, teaching Math and English, and Mr. James Rus- 
sell, teaching Social Studies and Science. 


We are fortunate to have Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett on a three-day-a- 
week basis, under the federally funded Title I Reading Program. Mr. 
A. J. Soucy, Teacher Consultant, administers the Title I Program as 
well as ably assisting the teachers in the school. Mrs. Mary Ann Thomas, 
teaching Music one day per week, rounds out our teaching staff. 


The year started out on a musical note, with a January appearance 
of Mr. Earl North’s Newport High School Band for an afternoon of 
music that interested all. 


In March, Mrs. Buck, our School Nurse, arranged for a Dental 
Hygienist to visit the school with interesting films and demonstrations 
showing the development and care of teeth. 


In April we uncovered many untapped talents in our first Talent 
Show which under the direction of Mrs. Thomas played to a crowd of 
one hundred plus in the auditorium. 


Also in April, the eighth grade spent a morning at Newport High 
School trying to find out what lay ahead of them. Mr. Herbert Williams, 
Director of Guidance, then came to the school to assist the graduates 
in course selection. 


Grades 2-5 and 6-8 enjoyed separate trips to the Dartmouth Mus- 
eum in Hanover during the Spring. The Museum’s vast storehouse of 
materials and artifacts provides for both an interesting visit and some 
exciting “MOVE” kits which they lend us for classroom use. 


June 12th saw the graduating class off on their “Class trip” to the 
Boston Museum of Science and Canobie Lake Amusement Park. 


Graduation was held June 18th in the school auditorium. The 
speaker was the Rev. William Hazelett. Michael Yurgeles was Salutator- 
ian, and Sheryle Hartwell was Valedictorian. Diplomas were presented 
by Mr. Williamson. Music was under the direction of Mrs. Thomas. Re- 
freshments were provided by the Parents’ Club. Mr. and Mrs. Camp- 
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bell donated flowers. 


This Fall new activities were begun and old ones continued. The 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades made a trip to Fort Number Four in 
Charlestown. Mrs. Jarvis’ fourth and fifth graders have started a Ju- 
nior Garden Club. With the aid of our two town librarians Mrs. Miller 
and Mrs. LeClair, the School is visited biweekly so that the children 
may borrow any books they wish. With the aid of Mrs. Killoran we 
have begun a once a week sewing program for interested seventh and 
eighth grade girls. 


This year the Parents’ Club again sponsored the Dental Clinic with 
Mrs. Wright as Chairman, and Mr. Russell as Teacher Coordinator. Dr. 
Houlihan of Claremont is the dentist. Interested parents and friends 
provided transportation for the children. 


The 1971 Christmas assembly featured a program of music directed 
by Mrs. Thomas. 


We would like to express our appreciation here to those people 
who by their daily actions and attitudes make our school a better place: 
Mrs. Hooper, our cook; Mrs. Newton, our janitor, and the Campbells 
our bus drivers. 


We wish to express our appreciation to the members of the School

Buck, the Parents’ Club and to all for their interest and efforts on be- 
half of our School.
